AFTER A LONG ILLNF.SS 


Well-Known Politician Passes .Away 


'at His Home In Springfield—

followed his trade of carpenter, but 
took all the spare moments that ho 
could find for the study of law. Mr. 
Littler was admitted to the bar In 
I860, and shortly afterward was made 
a justice of tho peace..

President Andrew Johnson appointed 
him collector of Internal revenue of 
the eighth Illinois district. He held 
this office till he decided to move to 
Springfield In 1868. 


He was a brother-in-law of .Richard 


J. Ogiesby and always a stalwart Re- 
publican. In 1882 ho was elected as a 
representative to the thlrty-fourth gen- 
eral assembly from Sangamon county. 
He was re-elected in 1886 and served 
for several terms. 


In 1861 he was defeated for the state 


senate against Ben P. Caldwell, pres- 
ent; congressmanfrom that district.
